LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y.—An 


attempt to restrict large-scale 
Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine was made by Doctor Charles 
Malik, Lebanese delegate on ref- 
ugees to the sub-committee of 
the ‘United Nations Economic 
and Social Council who proposed 
that in mandated territories not 
only the administration but the 
people be consulted before re- 
settling any European refugees. 
The proposal was defeated. 





The sub-committee adopted a 
British amendment to the con- 
stitution of the International Ref- 
ugee committee that its protec- 
tion to refugees should be ex- 
tended until resettlement is “ef- 
fectively completed.” It was 
pointed out that the assimilation 
process in a new country might 
take a long time before the ac- 
quiring of citizenship and until 
such time the refugees would 
need IRO protection of their 
legal rights. Sir Herbert Emer- 
son, chairman of the Intergov- 
ernmental Committee on Refu- 
gees, favored the amendment. 
The sub-committee’s recommen- 
dations will go before the full 
Economic and Social Council 
Monday.

As Public Prepared for Partition 


LONDON, Ontorio—Warning that Zionists may have to accept 


a lesser State in Palestine than 


the one promised in the Balfour 


Declaration was sounded by S. J. Zacks, Toronto, president of the 
Zionists Organization of Canada, when he spoke to the one-day 
conference of the Ontario region of the Zionist Vegnnene. 


He stressed, however, in agree- 
ment with other conference 
speakers, that the present Brit- 
ish Federalization scheme should 
not be accepted, and that Zion- 
ists must fight unitedly against 
it. 

Britain was called a third-rate 
power by Rabbi Jesse Schwartz, 
Toronto, executive director for 
the Zionist organization of Can- 
ada, in his address at the lunch- 
eon.

NEW YORK — Abraham Jo- 


seph Stybel, outstanding patron 
of Hebrew literature who fi- 
nanced the publication of more 
than 1,000 Hebrew books and 
aided many prominent Hebrew 
writers financially, enabling 
them to devote themselves to 
their literary work, died here 
this week at the age of 62. 


He was the publisher of the 
“Hatekufah," a Hebrew quar- 
terly, the publication of which 
he started in Moscow in 1918 and 
transferred later to Warsaw. 
Following the outbreak of the 
war he moved to New York, 
where he resumed the publica- 
tion of the “Hatekufah” last 
year. It is estimated that he 
spent approximately $2,000,000 of 
his personal fortune promoting 
Hebrew literature.

Editor. Retracts Article 
Based on ‘Protocols’

SHARON, . Mass.—The Sharon 


Advocate has published a retrac- 
tion of an anti-Semitic article 
after the presentation of a formal 
protest by a group of Sharon 
citizens. The offending article 
was brought to the attention of 
the Jewish Community Council 
of Metropolitan Boston by Oscar 
Toye, Commander of Mattapan 
Post 302, Jewish War Veterans. 
At the Council’s direction, a 
group of Sharon citizens made 
their formal protest to the edi- 
tor of The Advocate. 

Sharon is a township of 2,500 
people. There are several Jew- 
ish resorts here which are patron- 
ized during the summer months. 





In his retraction published in- 


the Sept. 14 issue of the weekly, 
the editor stated: 

“In trying to correct the wrong 
I find I must first make note that 
Mr. Spain’s talk of ‘a band of 
Jewish priests, rabbis and elders 
controlling gold-based money’ is 
a hideous untruth. This nonsense 
has been: passed around by mis- 
guided people who have accepted 
as gospel a vicious forgery called 
“The Protocols of the Learned 
Elders of Zion.’ That poisonous 
document has been circulated by 
Nazi agents and other un-Chris- 
tian trouble-makers for many 
years and this in spite of the 
fact that an international court 
delving deeply into the origin of 
“The Protocols” at Berne, Switz- 
erland in 1943-45 exposed this 
cruel forgery to the entire world. 

“There was mention also in 
Mr. Spain’s column that United 
States and England are becoming 
‘Judaised.’ If Mr. Spain had 
meant that these great nations 
are finally accepting the ethics, 
the teachings of the Hebraic 
prophets, psalmists, and other 
holy men of Israel as set forth 
in the Old Testament, then we 
might well conclude that we are 
in for better days. Genuine ac- 
ceptance of these biblical pre- 
cepts of ancient Israel would do 
much to cure the ills of the 
world.”

by a trade union. He declared 
further that a charitable organi- 
zation which is not in busines: 
for profit should not need a trade 
union organization for its work- 
ers, 

The union, on the other hand 
argued that the policy is out-dated 
and that Jewish agencies through- 
out the United States, in New 
York, Chicago, Cleveland, Los 
Angeles, Newark, Detroit and 
other places have union contracts. 

More recently, however, an ex- 
change of letters took place be- 
tween the A.J.P. and the United 
Office and Professional Workers 
(CIO) and it was hoped that some 
agreement would be affected. 


Opening Drive Dinner Picketed 

At the keynote dinner of the 
1946 Combined Jewish Appeal at 
the Hotel Bradford, pickets ap- 
peared at the hotel and literature 
was distributed by members of 
the UOPW-CIO outside of the 
hotel.

New Year 5707 Finds 600,000 European Jews in Distress; 


JDC Feeds DPs in British-U. S. Zones Extra Calories Daily

WwW YORK—Unless means are found to 


send far greater assistance than the large-scale 
help already rendered to some 600,000 Jews in 
Rumania, Hungary and Poland, these survivors 
of Hitlerism will face another winter of terrify- 
ing distress, it was reported here by Dr.. Joseph 
J. Schwartz, director of the overseas relief ac- 
tivities of the Joint Distribution Committee. 


“Rumania,” Dr. Schwartz said, “has suffered 
a disastrous crop failure and food prices in that 
country are soaring. In Hungary recent stabili- 
zation of currency has halved the value of the 
dollar. In Poland rampant anti-Semitism is cut- 
ting down opportunity for Jews to rehabilitate 
themselves.” 


In addition, Dr. Schwartz pointed out, the 
Jews of Western Europe are continuously on 
the move. One out of every six of the 1,400,000 


his former dwellingplace in recent months and 
this vast movement, too, has enormously mul- 
tiplied and complicated relief work. 


The basic relief for the displaced persons in 
the camps and centers in Germany and Austria 
is the responsibility of the military authorities, 
but J.D.C. has been compelled to undertake a 
large-scale program of supplementary feeding. 
In the British zone of Austria displaced persons 
are receiving a diet consisting of 800 calories a 
day, which the J.D.C. is supplementing by 1,500 
calories. In the American zone J.D.C. supplies 
an additional 1,000 calories to the army’s 1,200. 


These emergencies constantly springing up 
in so many different European countries, to- 
gether with day-by-day relief and rehabilitation 
activities, Dr. Schwartz concluded, “have placed 
upon the J.D.C. the greatest responsibility -ever 
carried p by any non-governmental agency.”

Russ Jail Jew 
Guarding Property

VIENNA — Oscar Wilheim, 60- 


year-old Austrian Jew who was 
Yn charge of the restitution of 
landed properties in Austria to 
Jewish owners, has been sen- 
tenced by, a Russian military 
court to two years in a Siberian 
labor camp, it was announced 
this week. 


Wilheim had been appointed by 
the Austrian Government to di- 
rect the colonization § society 
which took over from the Nazi 
colonization office the properties 
seized from Jews. He was re- 
sponsible for administering Jew- 
ish lands pending legal measures 
for restoration. 


Recently the Russian command 
in Vienna ordered the liquida- 
tion of the colonization society. 
Wilheim ignored the order, claim- 
ing the headquarters of the soci- 
ety was situated in the interna- 
tional zone where Russian orders 
are effective only with the per- 
mission of the Allied Control 
Council. 


In a report te Austrian Chan- 
éellor Leopold Figl, Wilheim 
charged that the Russians had 
seized a large number of Jewish 
holdings on the grounds that they 
were German property. It is un- 
derstood he also informed the 
foreign press of the move, there- 
by angering the Soviet com- 
manders.

PHILADELPHIA—-To a scientist Judaism is 


a religion, not a race. 

In a pamphlet, “Sense and Nonsense About 
Race,” published recently, Ethel J. Alpenfels, 
the author, declares that of questions asked of 
her by audiences attending her lectures on an- 
thropology one question nearly always was: 
“If there is no Jewish race why can I always 
tell a Jew when I see one?” 

Her answer is that you can’t, “not any more 
than you can always tell a person of Swedish 
descent from a person of German descent, a 
Methodist from a Roman Catholic, a Greek 
from an Italian, a business man from a phy- 
sician, an East Indian from a Filipino, or a 
Canadian from an Australian.” 

THE REASON we think we can is that we 
carry an idea in our minds about how national 
groups should look. Miss Alpenfels gives an 
example. A person of Swedish descent is usual- 
ly pictured in the mind as ttall, blonde, blue- 
eyed and long-headed. Yet a study by an an- 
thropologist in 1897 showed that of 45,000 Swed- 
ish men conscripted for the army only 11 out 
of every 100 lived up to this picture. Only 18 
out of every 100 from any one province in 
Sweden had blonde hair and blue eyes. 

“The Jews were once a people with a long 
cultural history. They are now a religious 
group,” the author writes. Five thousand years 
ago the Jews were a pastoral people. The only 
way that they differed from other early peo- 
ples living around the eastern end of the Medi- 
terranean Sea was in their form of worship. 

Today the Jews belong to all three major 
races of the world. ‘ 

The word race is defined by Miss Alpenfels 
as a group of people who have in common cer- 
tain physical traits that are inherited. These 
traits set them apart from other groups who 
have different combinations of physical traits.

modern scientists are known as the “Negroid,” 
the “Mongoloid” and the Caucasoid.” | 

There are Chinese Jews, Negro Jews in Af- 
rica, known as Fallashas, and in North America, 
Orientals, Negroes and Caucasoids all go to the 
synagogue. 

The picture of the typical Jew that exists 
in most people’s mind does not exist. “Even 
the so-called Jewish nose is a common heritage 
shared by many Mediterranean peoples— 
Greeks, Spaniards, Italians, Turks, Arabs, 
Berbers—no matter what their religion. It is a 
dominant trait acquired, some authorities say, 
through contact with the Hittites from Asia.” 

The Jews are no exception, they tend to re- 
semble physically the people among whom they 
live. 

THEN WHY the belief of physical differ- 
ences? The sociologists offer this explanation. 
“When people are forced to live in groups by 
themselves for any reason—religious, political, 
economic, or social—for many years, they de- 
velop different patterns of behavior that can 
be recognized. These differences are not racial; 
they are social and historical.” 

She goes on to say, “Often the personality 
traits which we label a Jew—‘aggressiveness’ 
for example—are the result of reaction to con- 


,Stant prejudice and discrimination; they do not 


arise from inborn physical differences.” 

There is no Jewish race, there is no Aryan 
race and there is no Semitic race. The word 
“Aryan” was coined by Frederic Muller, a Ger- 
man, to label a large group of languages spoken 
by members of all races. “Semitic” also refers 
to a family of languages which includes He- 
brew. Thus you could say that Jews who use 
Hebrew as their language are Semites; while 
those «hat use Yiddish, believed to be based 
on the German language, as Aryans.

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AL SEGAL Speaks on CONFESSION 








HIS is the season when Jews confess their 
faults. There are a lot of private faults 
of mine that I could confess, if I thought my 
private life was any concern of the public. But 
I am a liberal spirit who believes that nobody’s 
private faults are any other person’s business. 
When my wife starts to tell me the latest 
gossip of some citizen’s delinquency I stop her. 
How, I ask, does Mr. Zilch’s departure from 
the path of strictest virtue concern us? That’s 
his own affair solely and we have no business 
sticking our noses in. 

Who are we to pass judgment on Mr. Zilch? 

No, I am not confessing any of my private 
faults, but an honest_journalist should, in the 
Rosh Hashonah time, be 
willing to make confes- 
sion of his public faults. 
I am, you might say, a 
public character. 

In my capacity as col- 
umnist I have no privacy 
at all. I am like the gold 
fish. If I were a strictly 
private person I could 
say, what the hell? What 
the hell if I haven’t been walking entirely in 
the most righteous paths? Whose business is 
it? What if I resisted my wife that evening 
when she wanted to go to the movie and I 
would rather stay home? 

But I owe it to the public to confess any 
public fault that is in me, especially in this sea- 
son of Rosh Hashonah when it is the practice 
to confess. 


IN ALL HONESTY I must confess my public 
fault to the readers, some of whom keep on 
thinking of me as a kind of sage whom they 
read every week. I took up the matter with 
my wife who said No! What will they think 
if you confess any fault? Columnists are sup- 
posed to be final authorities on everything. 
What will people think of you if they discover 
that you are really human? 





Well, I replied, they’ve got to take it. Per- 
haps, in the end, it will rebound to my benefit 
to be revealed as a human being who can be 
as wrong as anybody. 


“Think,” she said, “of your good reputation. 
All around the country there are people who 
think of you as the last word on many sub- 
jects. You can’t let them down.” 

I thought it was about time that the pre- 
tensions of columnists were exposed and how 
much more effective such exposure would be 
if it were made by one of the columnists! Some 
of the citizens might be encouraged to doubt 
Mr. Pegler. (I had just met a man who said, 
Thank God for Pegler). 

I am not one of those men who let them- 
selves be led around by their wives. Though 
my wife is pulling me in safer directions I 
make my confession in this Rosh Hashonah 
season: I am a false prophet. 

Yes, I have misled the public. In every Rosh 
Hashonah season during the war I made 
bright prophecies of a better world to come. 
I painted the coming scene in dazzling color 
in this column, 

At every New Year I used to take my crystal 
ball in hand, and my wishful eyes saw a 





bright new world breaking out of the dark- 
ness after the war. (Citizens, who have good 
memories may remember these Rosh Hashonah 
prophecies.) I asked: Weren’t the young men 
dying for the sake of a better world? Wouldn’t 
mankind learn a great and abiding lesson from 
all this suffering? 

I said Hitler was but a symptom of the sick- 
ness of the world and the war might be the 
moral catalyst that was needed. Y&s, we were 
going to win the war. After such an agony, 
mankind could never again take up hate as 
an instrument of national policy; mankind had 
seen a great nation consumed by its hate. 

It had seen arrogance brought down to the 
dust, in accordance with the Biblical admoni- 
tion; the power of the wicked would become no 
more than an evil tale to tell for the instruc- 
tion of delinquent children. 

I asked: Could the Poles ever again despise 
the Jews with whom they had drunk from the 
same bitter cup. No, it would be a world 
of people who had known pain as the common 
lot, and why hate the brother who had known 
the same pain? 


I WAS ALL WRONG. My error hurts me as 
deeply as all other people feel hurt by the 
awful consequences of the war. They said, 
during the war, it may be all to the ultimate 
good. We worry about our children in the 
Army and the Navy but if something better 
is going to come out of all this it’s all right 
with us; if all this pain is what we have to 
pay for the sake of a better world. 


Here we are on this second Rosh Hashonah 
after the war still praying for peace. We have 
come only to the painful discovery that the 
end of a war doesn’t mean peace. 


The Poles keep on behaving toward Jews as 
if they had never had any part in the common 
travail. The Russians, alas, are behaving like 
the imperialist Czars, belying the bright ban- 
ners of brotherhood they used to carry in the 
world. They are an awful disappointment. 
War’s over but peace isn’t here yet and proph- 
ets like myself lie knocked out in devastation. 


(Jews keep on dying in Polish pogroms, 
Jews lie hopeless in the old German concen- 
tration camps which have been improved to 
make them more habitable.) 


Yes, even while I make my Rosh Hashonah 
confession as a false prophet, I take up my 
crystal ball again. Ho! Ho! Here’s something! 
I see the brotherhood: A great many people 


” are climbing up a hill and they are singing with 


Isaiah: “How beautiful upon the mountains 
are the feet of him that bringeth good tidings, 
that publisheth peace, that brighteth good 
tidings of good, that publisheth salvation.” 
Yes, these old eyes keep on believing in the 
vision, though events seem to have exposed 
him as false prophet. I want to believe in the 
bright vision for the sake of my small grand- 
sons—Jan, Paul and Richard. They will be 
soldiers in another war. For the sake of my 
small granddaughters—Ellen, Betty and Karen, 
They may be the mothers of soldiers in an- 
other war.

By the way, 
the Jewish Theological Seminary had some 
correspondence with the son of the man who 
founded the Danzig Museum. Anna Kleban, 
acting as our guide, told us he was an old man. 
You did a swell job for the ‘parents in the 


fe jssue of August 30th and I’m simply delighted 


with your review of the Nightingale’s Song in 
the copy received yesterday. Both have been 
placed in my file. 

IS THERE A BOOK STORE in your city 
where parents can purchase Jewish books for 
their children?. My Hadassah group has a local 
pookseller put on a display of Jewish books 
at least once each year in our meeting room, 
thus making it easy for the women to add to 
their Jewish book shelf or to select gifts for 
their children. People don’t bother to go out 
of their way to buy these books, not under- 
standing their importance. 

- About ten years ago I decided to make all 
my gifts to children and adults, to Christians 
and Jews, books that would spread an under- 
standing of Jewish life and lore. Our Christian 
associates, as a result, have read such books 
as Roth’s “Jewish Contributions to Civiliza- 
‘tion’ and Revusky’s “Jews in Palestine,” and 
they are more sympathetic to events affecting 
the Jewish people. Their children have read 
my books and closer ties have been created 
between them and their Jewish playmates. We 
give Jewish books even for wedding presents 
—several books with or without a pair of book- 
ends, to start their Jewish book shelf. A disa 
or spoon can make no difference in their lives, 
but books telling the proud story of the Jews, 
if placed in their hands, can enrich their lives 
and influence their friends and their children. 
Many of my friends have taken up this plan 
and the human interest stories that resulted 
are a deep source of satisfaction to us. Let 
me tell you one: 

A FRIEND SENT “The Stream of Jewish 
Life” to a cousin in a small town in Virginia, 
the only Jewish family there. He owned a 
good business, which he had begun before his 
marriage. He had a son and daughter, both 
in high school. The school had put on “The 
Merchant of Venice.” Hitler’s villification of

the Jews had ‘been read by their classmates. 
Anti-Semitic remarks found them completely 
at the mercy of their antagonists; they didn’t 
know how to defend themselves. They felt 
completely slapped down and were full of in- 
feriority feelings. 

They pounced on my story of the source 
of Shylock. As an advertiser, the father was 
able to get it into the town newspaper. As a 
taxpayer, he had it read at the high school 
assembly. His children felt vindicated. They 
also felt strengthened by other facts in the 
book. Their cousin was asked to purchase 
more Jewish books for them, which she did 
after I drew up a list. This family had con- 
sidered fulling up their roots, selling the busi- 
ness, and making a fresh start elsewhere. Now 
they’ve decided to remain.. A small thing, one 
book, had a real influence on their happiness. 

My warm wishes for a truly happy New 
Year, with good news for our people in Europe 
and in Palestine. a

What Foods These Morsels Be 


LEAH W. LEONARD 








ULINARY traditions that cluster about Rosh Hashonah are 
many. One of these traditional customs has poetic implica- 
tions. It is the bowl of hcney that is placed on the table to sym- 
bolize the deep-rooted wish for a sweet, fullsome, morally and 
physically happy year to come. Everyone at table partakes of 


_ the honey. 


Tzimmes of Carrots is another culinary tradition. This dish 
has many variations, depending on family custom which in turn 
is modified by the cook’s skill. Here are several versions of 
Tzimmes of Carrots: 


Tzimmes of Carrots 

2 Ibs. carrots 1 teaspoon salt 

3 lbs. brisket of beef % cup Sugar (approximately) 

1 onion 2 tablespoons chicken fat 

2 lbs. potatoes 2 tablespoons flour 
Wash and scrape carrots Cut into rounds %-inch thick or thinner. 
Braise the meat in a deep pot until it is lightly browned on all 
sides. Add carrots and cover with water about 1 inch over the 
contents of pot. Add onion which has been cut into so the juices 
will flow easily but leave onion intact, to be removed whole after 
one hour of boiling. Cook over moderate heat until carrots are 
tender. Add pared and halved or quartered potatoes, salt, sugar, 
and continue cooking over lowered heat so that a constant simmer- 
ing will prevent potatoes from cooking apart and yet blend to- 
gether the carrots and meat flavors. Do not stir contents of pot. 
Shake it gently to prevent sticking, and add boiled water if neces- 
sary. The liquid should cook down to half and become thickened 
and tasty, after about three hours of slow cooking. And the po- 
tatoes should acquire a rich golden color. About 30 minutes be- 
fore serving time, make an Einbren browning chicken and flour by 
stirring till smooth and light brown in a small saucepan, adding 
some of the Tzimmes liquid and stirring till smooth. Stir well 
and turn into the Tzimmes, shaking the pot to distribute evenly. 
Tzimmes may be turned into a casserole and baked in a moderate 
oven till nicely browned on top. 


Variation: Use 1 pound cut sweet potatoes and 1 pound white 
potatoes with the 2 pounds carrots and proceed as above. 


Variation No. 2: Add a Knoedel before adding potatoes. Stir to- 
gether 1% cups sifted flour with % teaspoon salt, % teaspoon 
baking powder, % cup chopped suet of beef, a dash of nutmeg 
or cinnamon mixed with 1 teaspoon sugar, and form into a bail 
of dough or Knoedel by adding 3 tablespoons water a little at 
a time. 


Variation No. 3: After 1 hour of cooking braised meat and sliced 
carrots in water to cover, turn into a baking pan and add the 
cut white and sweet potatoes and the Knoedel. Bake at 325 
degrees F., adding sugar to taste and an Einbren after 15 min- 
utes of baking, and continue baking until potatoes are browned 
and the meat tender. The Knoedel should be browned on ail 
sides if turned now and then, and the thickened liquid rich 
and sweet, about half way up the sides of baking dish. 


Mandlen for Soup 

1 cup flour 1 egg 

% teaspoon salt % cup melted shortening 
Sift together flour and salt. Beat egg light and frothy and stir in 
dry mixture to make a stiff dough. Flatten on a floured board or 
roll out to %-inch thickness. Cut into %-inch strips, then each 
strip into %-inch lengths. Cover the bottom of a baking pan with 
melted shortening and heat in oven before adding Mandlen or 
dough almonds, distributing evenly. Bake at 325 degrees F. five 
minutes, turn with a spatula or pancake turner and bake five min- 
utes more or till nicely browned and puffed. This dough may be 
rolled % inch thick and cut into rounds with a thimble, if you 
have the time and patience. The taste is the same—delicious—in 


clear chicken soup.

ONVERSION of Sabbatai 
Zvi. Sabbatai Zvi was a 
member of one of those Jewish 
communities which, after the 
great immigration of Sephardic 
Jews in 1492, had been formed 
in the East under the influence 
of trabbinism and the Cabala. 
When the Jews of Smyrna rea- 
lized that he was making secret 
claims as the Messiah they de- 
cided to get rid of him, It should 
be mentioned that they were sus- 
picious of him not so much on 
the grounds of his claims to the 
office of Messiah but rather be- 
cause they feared his agitations 
would put fantastic notions in 
the minds of the com- 
SEPT. 16, mon folk. The pseudo- 
1666 Messiah ieft Smyrna 
for Constantinople 
amid the frenzied hopes of his 
adherents all over the world. 
Shrewd businessmen in London 
and Hamburg were betting’ that 
their hero would soon be as- 
knowledged King of Judea. When 
Sabbatai Zvi arrived at the Dar- 
danelles he was arrested by the 
Grand Vizier. Although he was 
imprisoned his followers were 
.faithful for they believed that it 
was inevitable that the Messiah 
should suffer tribulations before 
his final triumph. And while in 
prison Sabbatai maintained’ a 
royal state. Gifts were showered 
upon him and in the synagogues 
there was rejoicing on Tisha 
B’ab in honor of “Our Lord and 
King, the holy and righteous 
Sabbatai Zvi. Anointed of the 
God of Israel.” At last the pa- 
tience of the Turkish officals was 
exhausted and Sabbatai was 
faced with the alternative of con- 
version to Islam or death. Natu- 
rally he chose conversion. The 
remarkable part of it is that his 
followers still had faith in him. 
It was imagined that the Mes- 
siah must experience every side 
of human life. So impressive was 
he that his cult survived for 
some time, even after his death 

in 1676,

EATH of Meir Lob ben 
Jechiel Malbim. Showing 
unusual talent from early child- 
hood, his works indicate that he 
was well versed in the secular 
sciences. In 1860 he became chief 
rabbi of Bucharest, Rumania. He 
could not agree with the well-to- 
do German Jews who sought to 
introduce the Reform rite and 
who did not shrink even from 
violence in the pursuit of their 
aims. By intrigue they succeeded 
in throwing’ Malbim in prison, 
and though he was liberated 
through the intervention of Sir 
Moses Montefiore, it 
SEPT. 18, was on condition that 
1879 he leave Roumania. 
Malbim wandered to 
Constantinople and then to Paris. 
He held the rabbinates of several 
other communities and died at 
Kiev on Sept. 18, 1879. Malbim is 
famous primarily for his lucid 
commentaries on the Shulchan 
Aruch and on the entire Bible. 
The writer has found his com- 
mentary on the Bible exception- 
ally fine for “the Malbim,” as 
the commentary is _ populariy 
known, serves a double purpose 
—he gives his comments on the 
words and on the sense, always 
endeavoring to explain the dif- 
ferent meanings of synonyms.

they did not, and could not, legally enjoy a similar advantage jp 
the prouder country of England, to whose wealth and mercantils 
importance they have so largely contributed.” 


THE GREAT IRISH PATRIOT, Daniel O’Connell, wrote to 4 


prominent English Jew in 1829: 


“Ireland has claims on your an 


cient race, as it is the only Christian country that I know of 
unsullied by any act of persecution of the Jews.” 

That historic record has continued into our own times, and 
the very rare individual violations of Irish hospitality have bee, 
quickly repudiated by that friendly people. 

When Dublin Jewry sought in 1892 to erect a new synagogue 
building, we learn from the Shillman book, the Dublin “Daily 


Express” editorialized thus: 


“We think it the bounden duty of 


every Christian, no matter to what denomination he may belong, 
to assist the Jewish community in their pious work of raising a 
structure worthy of their ancient religion, and of completing 


their schools. . . .” 


In 1937 the “Irish Times,” bursting with pride at the fact that 
their Chief Rabbi Herzog had been chosen Chief Rabbi of Pales 
tine, said that the choice reflected high honor upon the Irish na 
tion, and would bring the name of Ireland, and Ireland’s reputation 
for kindness before the notice of many millions of Jews through. 


out the world. 


In 1938, when sixty-Austrian Jewish refugees arrived at New. 
townards, in North Ireland, the Irish townsfolk, headed by their 
sheriff, paraded t6 the dock and escorted the new arrivals to their 


home with a warm welcome, 


SHILLMAN re-telis the ancient legend of the Hebrews who 
came to Ireland in the days of the Temple, of the prophet Jere 
miah’s visit, of the Ten Lost Tribes of Israel, who settled there, 
and of the relics which they brought with them. It all goes to 
make a fascinating story, perhaps more of legend than of history 
in those early days. but significant nonetheless for the part it 


plays in Irish folk history. 


The historian has little difficulty establishing the presence in 
the country of Jews who fied from the Inquisitions in Spain and 
Portugal, however, and found safe haven in Erin. The Jews who 
followed were merchants or small manufacturers, pencil-makers, 


chocolate-makers, ete. 


Many are the interesting tales recounted. In 1829 a Dublin 
Gentile lady, reproducing a Hebrew prayer book for the use of 
Christian Israelites in Smyrna, offers the following peculiar as 
surance to their religious susceptibilities: “I certify that during 
the time I was translating and transcribing this prayer’ book for 
the use of the Christian Israelites, that lest they should deem it 
an offense to use a book of prayer written by a Gentile, I ab 
stained from eating anything forbidden by the law of Moses, nor 
did I use any pen but new ones, that had not been used in any 


other writing.”

THERE WERE JEWS who rose to positions of prominencé 


and esteem in the life of the country, and Shillman records the 


most outstanding names. 


There have never been very many Jews in Ireland, despite the 


cordial reception which was always theirs. 


Why? Today there 


can not be very many more than 5,000 Jews in Ireland, most of 
them in Dublin, the remainder living in Belfast, Cork and Lime 
ick. I know that many Irish Jews have come to this country, 
and perhaps one of them may care to come forward with add 
tional observations on the Jews of Ireland. 


Just one question: Do Irish Jews speak Yiddish with a brogue?

AMMY WEISS likes to think his story can only happen in 
bi America.

© so it was only natural for young Sammy Weiss to wend his way to 


Fe pitt. If you know anything about Jack Sutherland’s football you 


’ now he likes his quarterbacks big and brawny. Sammy was small 
and brainy. 

The first day at Pitt, Sammy ‘hurried through his classes 
and rushed to the football field. After waiting around for half 
and hour Sammy approached an assistant coach to ask for a 
yniform. “A uniform,” sHouted the coach. “Why son, around here, 
you are too small to even make the bucket brigade.” 

The story may be apocryphal but it goes that Sammy became 
so enraged he stomiped out of the stadium and grabbed a street 
car going downtown. He was headed for Duquesne University, a 
small Catholic school located atop a hill overlooking downtown 
Pittsburgh. 

AT DUQUESNE Sammy wasn’t exactly discouraged from re- 
porting for the team. In those days Duquesne was lucky to fill its 
squad. But even here Sammy wasn’t looked upon as the answer 
to the quarterback problem. At the start he was third-tring 
signal caller; the club only had three. ; 

Sammy saw very little until the Geneva game, a traditional 
gontest, when the first two quarterbacks were carted off the field 
with injuries. The coach had no alternative but to insert young 
Weiss. On the first play Sammy broke loose for seventy yards 
and a touchdown. After that’ he was the regular signal barker. 
For four years Sammy served his school well. In fact to this 
day he is still rated second team quarterback on Duquesne’s all- 
time selections. 

One day the team was scheduled to play away at Marietta 
College. The day before the game the Father in charge of the 
eleven instructed the manager to get the boys up early enough 
to make a mass. “But let Sammy Weiss sleep,” admonished the 
Padre. Sammy happened to overhear the conversation and grew 
indignant. He too, wanted to attend mass. In fact Sammy attended 
mass every time the football team went to church. When he 
graduated the college president called him aside and told him/with 
great pride, “Sammy, you’ve been a better Catholic than most of 
our own boys.” 

FOOTBALL was not Weiss’ only forte at Duquesne. Sammy 
made the track team and also sparked the baseball nine. In one 
game against Grove City Sammy showed the boys how centerfield 
really should be played. Red Jones, a terrific long bail hitter, 
was at bat. Sammy just backed up and waited for his pitcher to 
throw to Jones. Sure enough, the Grove City slugger hit the 
pill and away it sailed in the direction of center field. Sammy 
backed up in a hurry and just managed to snare the ball as he 
toppled into a lake bordering the diamond. As he went under 
Sammy triumphantly held the ball aloft in his gloved hand. 

Always on the go and nervous by nature, Sammy found it 
necessary to keep his fingers in the sports pie after leaving col- 
lege. He decided on a career as a football official. By the time 
he was in the State Senate Sammy was considered the top high 
school official in Western Pennsylvania. Sammy likes to talk about 
his high school officiating days perhaps even more so than his 
pro career. You never can tell what kids will do, so something new 
always crops up on the scholastic gridiron.

When he graduated to the pro ranks Sammy found the boys 
fairly cooperative. When they did get frisky Sammy quickly put 
them in place. For example there was the time big George Musso 
of the Chicago Bears got tough with the little Congressman. Musso 
didn't like the way Sammy called a play. As Sammy paced off 
fifteen yards against the Bears, Musso, all 260 pounds of him, 
Tushed over and picked up Sammy with one hand shouting: “What 
was that for?” 

“That was for roughing,” answered Sammy. “And when you 
let me down there will be one for roughing the referee. In ad- 
dition Layden will fine you one hundred dollars.”

Only A Dream 


HE news emanating from individual syna- 
; gogues throughout the nation of two, 
three and even four services simultaneously 
for the High Holidays to take care of the 
crowds evokes a few minutes’ day dreaming 
as to what might be the case in American 
Jewish life if attendance weekly equalled at- 
tendance on the High Holidays. 

The enormous expansion that would be 
necessary in our physical facilities such as 
congregations would compare as nothing to the 
need for more rabbis and the effect of a re- 
ligious revival on all aspects of Jewish life. 

What could be done in the United States 
if Jews were to come to regard their religion 
as they do the other things they value in life 


taxes the imagination. With the economic re- 
sources available in the American Jewish com- 
munity, the flowering of Judaism in the United 
States would surpass even what is expected in 
Palestine. Jewish scholarship, our seminaries, 
the springing up of Jewish universities, the 
sudden upspurt of Jewish publishing houses, 
all of these would result from the impact 
of a serious return to the faith of our fathers, 
and these in turn would multiply their own ef- 
fect on the Jewish community. 

But it is only a dream a few paragraphs 
long. The Saturday after Yom Kippur our 
synagogues will be deserted again, with the 
prayers of the faithful few echoing like a cry 
among the empty halls. 


Misguided Efforts Of Our National Jewish Bodies 


OSSIBLY because there is very little demo- 
P cratic expression in our national Jewish 
organizations, there has been growing up a 
terrific misdirection of purpose and dissipation 
of energy which alone is responsible for the 
feeling that our national Jewish organizations 
almost without exception have outlived their 
purposes. 

It cannot be that membership is more im- 
portant to the B’nai B’rith than all its other 
activities. It cannot be that membership is of 
more concern to the Zionist Organization of 
America and other Zionist bodies than the task 
of aiding in the upbuilding of Palestine. 

Yet any impartial analysis of the effort made 
by the local chapters of these organizations 
would indicate that over half the work of these 
groups is concerned with membership. Drives 
here and drives there now and throughout the 
entire year, constitute the one single feature 
of the year’s work. 

Granted that growth is important, yet even 
here the loss in membership or of intensity of 
support must be incalcuable for these organiza- 
tions when the fact is taken into consideration 
that if even one-fifth of the time were spent 
on programs that is spent on membership then 


the imposing retention and re-enrollment drives 
would not be necessary, and the work of the 
entire organizations would prosper. 

As it is, programming is almost ignored by 
both the B’nai B’rith and the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America, the two largest organizations 
of Jews in the United States. The program of 
the A.Z.A., a B’nai B’rith junior organization, 
has for years been outstanding, while that of 
the parent organization rarely has been good 
enough to attract even ten per cent of the mem- 
bership to its meetings throughout the year. 

The B'nai B’rith and the Zionist Organization 
of America with all their facilities and their 
financial backing could be tremendous instru- 
ments for adult Jewish education if they were 
so inclined and if that instead of new mem- 
bers became their goal. That not being the 
case, and what with the false emphasis on 
membership, these organizations will find not 
only that they have missed a glorious oppor- 
tunity, but that through their misguided ef- 
forts on membership they have robbed them- 
selves of the place and growth they deserved 
and would have received had their direction 
been more intelligent or their leadership more 
far-seeing. 


Will Public Hearings Be Held Throughout The U. S.? 


ABBI Maurice Eisendrath’s committee to 
R study the future and reorganization of 
the American Jewish Conference, although 
named last spring has not, as far as this paper 
is able to determine, met as yet. Although that 
committee’s report is due to be made in Novem- 
ber, and October is almost with us, it seems 
likely that once again an important task to 
which the intelligence of the leadership of the 
entire American Jewish community should be 
applied, is going to be decided by a small group 
in a committee room. 

The demand has been voiced, and it seems 
so obvious that it hardly can be ignored, that 


the committee hold hearings in important Jew- 
ish centers throughout the United States so that 
the Jews of Los Angeles, as well as the Jews 
of Chicago or New York, will be given an op- 
portunity to express their views on the im- 
portant task before the committee. 

Rabbi Eisendrath promised this paper that 
his committee would not be deterred from con- 
sidering all viewpoints and that a real job would 
be done by it. The time is short, but if speed 
is employed, the job still can be done. Rabbi 
Eisendrath has a splendid record as a Jewish 
public servant and this is his opportunity to 
add much to that record. 


A Sign Of Growing Maturity

JEWISH PEACE FELLOWSHIP EXPLAINS 
CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS FUND DRIVE 


In your issue of August 23rd, 
Rabbi Norman M. Goldburg de- 
nounced Jewish Conscientious 
Objectors and an appeal for funds 
on their behalf. The question of 
conscientious objection to war is 
one so highly colored with emo- 
tionalism that objective com- 
ments, whether from _ protago- 
nist or antagonist, are difficult to 
attain. ; 

That Judaism includes a pacifist 
as well as a non-pacifist strain 
and that a Jew jnay base his claim 
for conscientious objection to war 
upon his interpretation of Jewish 
teathings, may be seen within the 
pronouncement of the two largest 
bodies of Rabbis in this country. 
In 1931, the Central Conference of 
American’ Rabbis (Reform) as- 
serted: 

“The Central Conference of 
American Rabbis express. the 
opinion that while adherents to 
the Jewish faith have at different 
times so interpreted their religion 
as to justify their personal par- 
ticipation in warfare,-it is in ac- 
cord with the highest interpreta- 
tion of Judaism conscientiously 
to object to any such personal 
participation. We, therefore, are 
opposed to any legislation which 
will penalize adherents of any re- 
ligion who conscientiously object 
to engaging personally ir’any mil- 
itary operations because of their 
religious convictions.” 

On June 5, 1934, the Rabbinical 
Assembly of America (Conserva- 
‘tive) asserted: 

“We recognize the right of the 
conscientious objector to claim 
exemption from military service 
in any war in which he cannot 
give his moral assent, and we 
pledge ourselves to support him 
in his determination to refrain 
from any participation in it.” 

Both these Rabbinical bodies 
have reaffirmed their stands on 
several occasions, one as 
recently as 1941. Moreover, draft 
boards and court officers have re- 
cognized as conscientious object- 
ors Jews who based their stand 
upon their religious convictions. 

There is a simple matter of 
clarification regarding two groups 
mentioned by Rabbi Goldburg. 
The Joint Rabbinical Committee 
on Conscientious Objectors is 
not a permanent organization but 
an ad hoc committee consisting 
of officially designated members 
(most of whom are non-pacifists) 
of the CCAR and the RAA. The 
Jewish Peace Fellowship; founded 
in 1942, is an organization of Jew- 
ish pacifists “who are persuaded 
that the best interests of man- 
kind are susceptible onl: _ithin 
the frame work of a non-violent 
society and that every war ne 
gates the fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man.” To 
quote further from the Fellow- 
Ship’s statement of purpose, “Its 
members seek the means of trans- 
lating the ideal of love of neigh- 
bor into concrete terms through 
& program of social action aimed 
at removing the cause of war and 
through the pra@ise of brother- 
hood and democracy in their own 
lives.” 

Among the activities of the 
Fellowship might be mentioned 
efforts to secure better treatment 
for men in Civilian Public Serv- 
ice, in draft classification 1AO, 
in prison and on parole; the send- 
ing to men in Civilian Public 
Service Camps and in prison 
greetings, gifts, Jewish maga- 
zines and books on Jewish holi- 
days; a dozen visits to CPS camps

tion to certain libraries, both Jew- 
and Christian; delivering of 

S before Christian paci- 
Sroups; correspondence with 
pacifists in Palestine and 
“sand; and mailing of a letter 


to some 150 Rabbis in January, 
1945, explaining the activities of 
the Jewish Peace Fellowship and 
asking reactions on three spe- 
cific post-war social problems. 

It is interesting to note that 
afnong the replies received, a lead- 
ing Conservative Rabbi wrote in 
part: “I am delighted to feel that 
a group of Jewish leaders derive 
from Judaism the rationale for a 
pacifist philosophy of life. I am, 
unfortunately, not yet a pacifist 
but I have always felt that in that 
ideal lies the next great extension 
of the Commandment ‘Thou shalt 
not kill’.” 

Among replies from non-paci- 
fist Reform Rabbis, came one 
which included this reaction: “I 
can tell you in all honesty that 
I am happy that you have such an 
organization. I know it is needed, 
and I not only believe, but I trust, 
that the day will soon come when 
your point of view will be emin- 
ently more correct than that 
which so many of us are support- 
ing with reservations at this 
time.” 

From the foregoing it may be 
noted that many of Rabbi Gold- 
burg’s colleagues in the Reform 
and Conservative ministry, how- 
ever non-pacifist in their own 
wartime services, would disagree 
with his statement that if a Jew- 
ish lad claims status as a con- 
scientious objector because of his 
religious convictions, the Jewish 
community may well repudiate 
him. Such repudiation would be 
both un-Jewish and un-American. 
A Jewish community, no matter 
how large the majority of which 
is non-pacifist, should pride itself 
on acknowledging the right of a 
minority to be pacifist and yet 
retain good communal standing. 
In fact, the response to a recent 
letter of the Jewish Peace Fellow- 
ship appealing for funds, brought 
contributions from a number of 
Rabbis including several chap- 
lains. 

The Selective Service Act 
passed by the Congress of the 
United States allows classifica- 
tions 1AO (eligibility for non- 
combatant service in the Armed 
Forces) and 4E, which includes 
those individuals whose convic- 
tions do not allow them to accept 
conscription into military service 
even in a non-combatant cate- 
gory, but who choose instead, as 
an alternative to military service, 
work of national importance in 
Civilian Public Service camps and 
units. CO’s did risk accident and 
death in the course of their work 
in fire-fighting, disease preven- 
tion, starvation experiments and 
service in hospitals for the violent 
mentally ill. Pacifists again and 
again asked for types of civilian 
service in war areas that involved 
danger, but were denied these 
further opportunities. It is also 
beside the point, though perhaps 
worthy of mention in passing, 
that millions of men and women 
in uniforms, although likewise 
willing to assume danger, spent 
the war years in boring and safe 
tasks which fact in no way de- 
tracts from the honor or the pay- 
ment that were theirs. 

It is easy for the non-pacifist 
to accuse the pacifist of lack of 
courage. But it must be remem- 
bered that there are tensions in- 
volved in opposing the vast ma- 
jority of society which demand 
at least as much courage as fol- 
lowing a more accepted path. 

As envisaged in the Selective 
Service Act, work of national im- 
portance in Civilian Public Serv- 
ice, like that in the Armed Forces, 
was to be paid by the Govern- 
ment. However, necessary ap- 
propriations for such payment 
did not materialize. 

This_is not the place to debate 


the philosophy of Jewish pacifism 
as against Jewish non-pacifism. 
The pacifist sees the difficulty in 
his position as he believes does 
the participant in war who views 
his activities as the lesser of two 
evils. It is a common misinterpre- 
tation of pacifist thought to be- 
lieve that pacifism and passivity 
toward evil are synonymous. 
Pacifists are extremely active in 
working to overcome or alleviate 
major social ills that are among 
the root causes of war. World 
famous is the social action pro- 
gram, for example, of the Ameri- 
can Quakers. 

During the war Jewish pacifists 


recognized that the time was not 


propitious for influencing others 
to their point of view. Being in- 
terested in education rather than 
irritation, they tried to be neither 
unduly silent nor overly provoca- 
tive.

The only way of preserving 
children for Jewish life, the 
Jewish community, and the Jew- 
ish people, is to obey the simple 
commandment: “And thou shalt 
teach them unto thy children.”

A.D.L. ADMITS RESTRICTED USAGE 
TO PREVENT WORSE SUBSTITUTES

A letter from S. B. Vivian, of 
Chicago, IlMinois, which appeared 
in the August 2 issue of The Jew- 
ish Post, has been referred to 
my ettention. 

As you may know, the ADL 
has, for many years, concerned 
itself with the elimination of 
discriminatory advertising and 
prejudicial matter from publica- 
tions. 

As a _ result of conferences 
held with metropolitan Chicago 
newspapers, regulations were 
adopted by the papers prohibit- 
ing the publication of advertise- 
ments bearing the legend, “Gen- 
tile,” “Protestant,’ and other 
openly discriminatory terms in 
real estate, help wanted, employ- 
ment agency, resort and hotel, 
and other classifications. Prior 
to this agreement, it was not 
uncommon for some issues of 
local papers to contain a great 
many ads of this character. 

Hundreds of metropolitan and 


community newspapers, trade 
and professional journals, and 
magazines of general circula- 


tion, published in every part of 
the country, have, at our sug- 
gestion, agreed similarly to the 
deletion of offensive and dis- 
criminatory matter. 

Because of the protests to 
newspapers of some Jewish per- 


sons who preferred knowing the 
policy of a particular firm, re- 
sort, or real estate man rather 
than suffer possible embarrass- 
ment, the Chicago papers used 
the term, “restricted.”” The word,

SAYS ZIONISTS CANNOT IGNORE WORLD SITUATION

It is a sad commentary on the 
degree of sober sanity in our 
midst that the most crucial issue 
in Jewish life today cannot be 
discussed rationally. Nay, one 
cannot even discuss it without 
exposing oneself to vicious mud 
Slinging. Is this a healthy situa- 
tion? How is American Jewish 
public opinion to be crystallized 
if abuse is to take the place of 
reasoning? Surely, the more 
critical the situation, the more it

(8) THE PRINCIPLE I stated 
that “the world Zionist organiza- 
tion is restricted in the choice of 
alternatives to those policies 
which British Jews could engage 
in without compromising their 
citizenship and their patriotism” 
is of the essence of Zionism, as it 
was conceived by Herzl. The 
search for “a legally secured and 
publicly recognized homeland” 
meant from the beginning that 
the Zionists would work within 
the framework of international 
law. In the present circumstances, 
this means the Anglo-American 
world. If, as one suggests, we 
should sacrifice British Jews for 
the sake of the Jews of Palestine 
and in the camps, we should re- 
member that it is only a matter 
of time before the Jews of Amer- 
ica will be placed in the “embar- 
rassing” position of our brethren 
in the United Kingdom. For 
American interests in the Near 
East are identical with those of 
Britain, as a “high American dip- 
lomat” stated only this week ac- 
cording to the Yiddish press. 
(This diplomat refused to allow 
his name to be quoted, for ob 
vious reasons.) 


(6) THE STRONGGEST argu- 
ment that was advanced in sup- 
port of the policy of armed re- 
sistance is based upon the hope 
of rallying thereby world public 
opinion. Ben Gurion stated last 
fall that he was ready to sacri- 
fice thousands of lives, so long 
as the plight of the Jews is 
dramatized and public sympathy 
is aroused in behalf of the Zion- 
ist solution of the Jewish prob- 
lem. The argument has been re- 
futed by the actual development 
of world public opinion. In the 
United Kingdom and the Domin- 
ions, public sympathy for Zion- 
ism has been declining during 
the past year at a precipitous 
rate. And correspondingly, anti 
Semitism has begun to rise 
alarmingly. I know it is the fash- 
ion now among our “brave” men 
to scoff at anti-Semitism as mere- 
ly an “embarrassing” phenorne- 
non. But, it was anti-Semitism, 
nothing else ,that brought about 
the death of the six million. 

In the United States, the re 
action to Jewish terror in Pales- 
tine has been most unfavorable. 
Instead of the sacrifice of our 
valiant fighters in Palestine 
bringing sympathy for Zionism, 
it achieved the contrary results 
—this despite the very real sym- 
pathy for the Jewish victims of 
Hitler, which was at its highest 
last summer. These are facts, 
which wishful thinking cannot 
change. 

I have before me on my desk 
excerpts from 150 newspapers 
and magazines throughout the 
country, relating to the incidents 
of violence in Palestine. Only the 
extreme leftist organs comment 
with gleeful satisfaction on the 
unrest in Palestine—and not for 
love of our people, you may rest 
assured. The vast majority of the 
press not only decries the resort 


single engagement, but should 
wear them out in a “ten years 
war.” This is idle and dangerous 
talk. History shows that no re- 
bellion can be controlled. Vio- 
lence begets repression and hate; 
in turn, these evoke further vio- 
lence. The reports of last week 
of the behaviour of British sol- 
diers in Ruchamah illustrate this 
point. This behaviour was un- 
thinkable a year ago. Once the 
vicious circle is set off it whirls 
ever more rapidly toward doom 
and death. 

Recent events have shown how 
little the Yishuv is able to “con- 
trol” its extremists. The King 
David Hotel bombing was con- 
demned by the vast majority of 
Palestine Jews as one of the 
greatest blows to Zionism. Yet, 
the Yishuv could not prevent it. 
In a letter from a prominent 
Palestine leader, which was re- 
ceived by a leading American 
rabbi, the statement is made that 
“only an all-out effort by the 
Yishuv will succeed in curbing 
the terrorists.”

Secondly, the child comes to 
regard his Jewish education as 
secondary, less important, than 
his public school training. When 
both phases of education are 
begun simultaneously, in the 
eyes of the child they have 
equal status and will command 
an equal share of his atten- 
tion ne interest. 


In the four years during 
which the child goes to High 
School, a tremendous amount of 
Jewish knowledge can be trans- 
mitted to his maturing mind and 
give him a rounded out concep- 
tion of Judaism which he will 
retain for the rest of his life.

BOUT one year ago Edgar Ansel Mowrer told the delegates 
and guests of the Z.0.A. Convention that the only way to get 
the Congress to work for a Jewish Commonwealth is to pressure 
them. “And make them stand up and deliver before the elections,” 
he added. The 1946 elections are not far off, and so far, all we got 
from the Truman Administration is a barren request for the ad- 
mission of 100,000 refugees which the Chief Executive keeps re- 
peating like a cracked gramophone record and an unbroken series 
of acts of submission to the devices of the British Government 
for stalling the issue. 
It is time to call our Government to account. It is now up 
. to it either to back the Partition Plan agreed to by the Jewish 
Agency, but back it vigorously enough for it to go through; or 
to get those 100,000 Jews into Palestine and talk ultimate solution 
later. But it can’t just go on saying that it is in favor of admitting 
Jews into Palestine while the State Department keeps on playing 
up to the Arab League and assuring it that the declarations to the 
Jews need not be taken seriously. 


FROM MY OBSERVATION of the average Jew in this country, 
I should say he is mad enough about the Palestine situation and 
the way it has been handled by the Government to show his 
temper at the polls, if a strong enough movement starts. I am 
convinced that if Siiver should resign his official’ position as a 
Zionist leader and make a barnstorm campaign tour among Jew- 
ish and sympathetic non-Jewish voters, the Democrats will lose the 
election, and no public declaration by Stephen Wise, or even by 
Weizmann himself would stop the Jews of America from express- 
ing their indignation. 

I say “Weizmann himself,” because there is no other Jew to- 
day who commands so much respect and affection among the 
Jews throughout the world as does Chaim Weizmann. But Ameri- 
can Jews are not blind hero worshippers. There is one Zionist 
leader who could help Silver by opposing him, and that’s Nahum 
Goldmann: let Goldmann come out openly against Silver, and 
more American Jews will foHow Silver—that’s what most Ameri- 
can Jews think of Nahum Goldman. 

I am not saying this because I think that Silver and the Jews 
of America are all in the right and Goldmann and the Jewish 
Agency. are all in the wrong. I think the Zionism of American 
Jews, being rather new and based on incomplete knowledge, is 
too prone to attach importance to militancy and to “fight-the-British- 
inithe-1775-style” and is too little concerned with the creative and 
constructive phases of Zionism. It is a Zionism with too little 
Zionist tradition and too little Jewish culture. It is a Zionism 
born of Treblinka and Oswiecim and of the Resistance in Pales- 
tine and is inclined tc think that that is all there is to Zionism. 

As for the move of the Jewish Agency and Goldmann’s part in 
ii, I should like to suspend judgment. If, by lying and double- 
crossing, Goldmann will have helped to break the deadlock and to 
stop the senseless global war between the British and the Jews 
—who are, after all, traditional friends—if he will have helped to 
bring about a decent solution, then God bless him for his lying 
and his double-crossing. I shall damn his character and accept 
his diplomacy. 

But the Jewish Agency is not all Nahum Goldmann. It may 
or may not have made a mistake in deciding to negotiate parti- 
tion, but it is the only symbol of a Jewish state we have got, and 
we've got to back it 


LET US ASSUME that the Jewish Agency has made a mistake. 
(No doubt, it has made other mistakes about which no assump- 
tions are necessary.) It is still the most efficient colonizing agency 
ir, modern times (that is what the Anglo-American Palestine Report 
Says); it is at least a nucleus of a Jewish Palestine government, 
and in many respects more than a nucleus. The American Zion- 
ist Emergency Council has some justified grievances against the 
Agency Office in Washington. But it is important that the re- 
sSentment should not be overstressed. The Emergency Council is 
geared to do a certain type of work, which it has done in an ex- 
cellent fashion. The Agency is geared to do another type of 
work: it is the potential Jewish government and its American 
offices are its potential. Embassy. In the three years that the 
Embassy (I don’t mean. the comic opera Embassy of the Bergson 
crowd) has managed to establish a prestige, which we must be 
careful not to hurt. 

It is necessary to sound those warnings, because, as I said, 
there is a lack of Zionist tradition among American Zionists and 
therefore a lack of proper appfeciation for the importance of the 
Jewish Agency. By all means, criticize it, but remember that it is 
the Jewish government of Palestine, the symbol of -our ability 
to have a government. By all means, point out its mistakes and 
fight for their correction. But remember, the Jewish Agency has 
more achievements than mistakes to its credit. 


P. S. I WROTE MY COLUMN on Monday evening in the 
office and mailed it. When I came. home I found a telegram with 
sad news: A. J. Stybel passed away this morning, and the funeral 
is to take place tomorrow. This is very sad news. He was a good 
man, one of the kindest men I knew, modest and unassuming, 
warm-hearted and a true idealist.
